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Record of a Nine Months' Regiment at the Battle of Gettysburg

The 151st Regiment, Penna. Volunteers

The 151st Regiment, Pennsylvania Volunteers, although but a nine-months' regiment, their term of
service carried them into the great battle of Gettysburg, where they lost heavily, and in this action
their Lieutenant-Colonel (McFarland) lost one of his legs. The regiment was held in reserve until Gen.
Butterfield, the Chief of Staff of the Army of the Potomac, ordered them into the front line of battle,
when the great charge was made by Pickett.

The 151st had present on the morning of July 1, 1863, at Gettysburg, 21 officers and 446 men. They
were actively engaged with other regiments in Rowley's Brigade, Doubleday's Division, First Corps,
from the early morning of July 1 to the afternoon of July 3. They were the only regiment of their
brigade detailed to hold a position on the left of Hancock's line. The right of the 151st rested on the
left of the 20th N. Y., and about 200 feet east of Stannard's Vermont Brigade, which got in that daisy
flank fire during the charge and repulse of the Johnnies. The position can be verified by the War
Department maps of July 1, 2 and 3, made by Gen. Humphreys, U. S. A. The loss of the regiment was:
Officers killed, 2; men, 79; officers wounded, 9; men, 172; officers captured, 4; men, 71; total loss,
officers 15; men, 322, being a greater loss than that sustained by any other regiment in the Army of
the Potomac at Gettysburg, and they have justly had the honor of placing their monument within a
few yards of the place where the gallant Gen. Reynolds fell on Seminary Ridge.

The brigade had present only 2.447, and lost 1,580 men, within 500 of the total loss of the First
Corps, 500 more than the total loss of the Second Corps, and within 500 as many as the Third, Fifth,
Sixth, Eleventh and Twelfth Cavalry and Artillery Corps combined.

Four companies of the 151st were from Berks county, and a 5th from Berks and Schuylkill jointly. The
following list of losses at the battle of Gettysburg, is a matter of interest and justice to Berks county
soldiers. It should be stated that there were present in the battle, fit for duty, 466 non-commissioned
officers and privates and 21 commissioned officers. Of this number the regiment lost 296 non-
commissioned officers and privates, or nearly 64 per cent., and 14 commissioned officers or 66�
per cent. And this loss occurred in less than one hour. This severe loss in so short a time is perhaps
without parallel during the war. The occasion of it was when the regiment, which had been held in
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reserve until near the close of the first day's fight, was thrown forward to hold the enemy in check
until the artillery and the troops on the right and centre of the first corps could be withdrawn.
